Art Rejections: 

1. The text of 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) cited in the previous office 
action is hereby incorporated by reference. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Drenan et al U.S. pat. No. 7,143,136. 

Per claims 1, 5-6 and 9, Drenan discloses a method of 
determining resources accessible to client nodes comprising: 

a) receiving information (client identification and/or 
token, etc.) at a server node via a communications medium 
wherein the server node comprises a plurality of physical 
resources to be shared by the plurality of client nodes coupled 
to the server node ( see col 9, lines 31-53 ) ; and 

b) using the information to determine one or more physical 
resources of the plurality of resources of said server node 
assigned to a given client node, wherein the client node is 
restricted access to one or more resources such that one or more 
other resources is inaccessible to the client node ( see col 11, 
lines 19-30 ) . 

Per claims 2-4 and 7, Drenan teaches establishing a secured 
connection by using a trust agent deployed at the server node 
and client node to determine whether an encryption key exchanged 
between the server and client is valid ( see col 10, line 59 - 
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col 11, line 15 ) , and further determining whether the secured 
client is authorized to have access to an assigned physical 
resource ( see col 11, lines 43-53 and col 12, lines 51-61 ) . 

Per claims 8 and 10, it is noted that the server and client 
can be on the same or different partition of network nodes ( see 
col 4, lines 54-64 ) . 

Claims 11-20 are similar in scope as that of claims 1-10. 

Response to Amendment: 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on January 21, 2008 with 
respect to claims 1-20 are moot in view of new ground of 
rejection set forth above. 

Applicant asserts that the previous office action did not 
address claims 11-20. 

The examiner submits that due to a typo error claims 11-20 
were inadvertently left out from the rejection. However, it 
should be clear that claims 11-20 which have similar scope as 
that of claims 1-10 would have been rejected for the same reason 
set forth for claims 1-10. 

Conclusion: 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection.
